Cotporrrvrs iN France.—The agency of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in Paris 
jemployed the last year seventy two colporteurs, 

who visited thirty-two departments, and put into 
}circulation 5,619 Bibles, and 75,574 Testaments.

these laborers are truly devoted, sel{-denying 
men, who are willing to encourage obstacles and 
endure hardship, often sleeping in burns, and liv- 
ing on black bread cv the coarsest provisions, 
that they may make known to their fellow-men 
lthe way of life. Many of them were themselves 
;converted from popery dy the labors ef colpor- 
_teurs and the books they distributed. It has been

‘no means unattempted, whether by corrupt Bibles 
‘in the language of the people, or pestiferous 
|newspapers and other little publications, or cavil- 
\ling conversation, or pretended charity, to allure 
lignorant people into their nets, and induce them 
to desert the catholic faith.” 

As a means of counteracting these influences, 
|plenary indulgence is granted, on certain condi- 
tions, to all donors to the Roman Catholic Socic- 
ty for pr ating the faith.
